St. Paul, June 15.—Two young boy« 
were shot at Bates avenue and Plum 
street by William Seabolt, a plasterer, 
as the result of a long feud between 
the Plum street resident and a crowd 
of boys that Annoyed him. Both boys 
will probably recover. 
Seabolt was 
taken to the Margaret street police 
Station. 
A crowd of boys have boon annoy­ 
ing residents for some time along 
Bates avenue about the corner of 
Plum street and especially William 
Seabolt, according to the police. This 
has consisted in the ringing of bells 
and pounding on windows and like 
depredations. 
A crowd of boys gathered about on 
Dayton's Bluff and proceeded about 
their boyish pranks at the different 
houses. They 
made 
for

house later in the evening. 
Seabolt 
had repeatedly w arned them and that 
gave spice to the adventure. 
They 
gathered 
about 
Seabolt’s 
house about 9 o’clock. They had not 
long to wait for an answer. 
Seabolt 
suddenly appeared at the back door 
with a shotgun. 
He discharged this 
in the direction of the noise. 
Aaron Ihrig, eleven years old, was 
shot six times, one in the neck, once 
in the left shoulder and four times in 
the chest. 
Arnold Bang, twelve years old, was 
shot once in the left thigh.

Washington, June 15.—Sugar was 
the stirring subject before the senate. 
It was brought to the front in connec 
tion with the consideration of the 
finance committee's substitute for the 
house provision of the tariff bill regu­ 
lating the admission of Philippine artt 
des Into the United States and it 
continued to receive practically the 
undivided 
attention of the 
senate 
throughout the day. 
During 
the 
first hour that the 
amendment was before the senate- 
there was some discussion of the 
effect of the provision on the tobacco 
interests 
of 
Connecticut, 
but 
an 
amendment looking to the introduc­ 
tion of Connecticut tobacco into the 
Philippines for wrappers had the ef­ 
fect of relieving the situation in that 
quarter. 
Immediate attention was then di­ 
rected to the clauses providing a duty 
on sugar admitted into the Philip­ 
pines equal to that on sugar brought 
into the United States and exempting 
300,000 tons of Philippine sugar from 
duty when brought into the United 
States. Senator 
Bristow 
criticised 
both provisions and his criticisms 
opened the way for a general debate. 
which was participated in on the one 
side by Messrs. Bristow and Clapp and 
on the other by Senators Aldrich and 
Lodge. 


Would Benefit Sugar Trust. 
It was contended on the one hand 
that the two provisions combined 
were intended to promote the interests 
of the American sugar trust and not 
to benefit the Philippine producers, 
while it was argued by the supporters 
of the provision that to admit sugar 
into the islands free of duty would 
be to open the way for its admission 
into this country. 
It was also argued 
that the sugar producers of the Philip­ 
pines would be directly benefitted by 
tho admission of their sugar into the 
United States without requiring the 
payment of a duty on it. 
The only vote taken during the day 
session was on an amendment by Mr. 
Bristow 
admitting 
sugar 
into 
the 
Philippines free of duty. It was lost, 
l l to 49. 
Senator Stone of Missouri gave no­ 
tice that he would soon offer an 
amendment declaring for the indepen­ 
dence of the Philippine islands within 
fifteen years, an agreement having 
been meanwhile arrived at with the 
world powers for the maintenance of 
the independence of the islands. 
It was freely stated around the sen- 
ate 
chamber 
that the 
Philippines 
paragraph had the endorsement of 
President Taft in his own handwrit­ 
ing and late in the day Senator Aid- 
rich stated that it had been endorsed 
by the president. 
Senator Clapp ex­ 
pressed incredulity on that point. 
The waning of interest In the tariff 
proceedings was evidenced by the 
small attendance in the galleries when 
the senate met at night. Not more 
conference by a vote of 37 t0

Japanese Paper in Honolulu Asserts 


That Action of Territorial Authori­ 


ties Was Without Due Process of 


Law — Sheriff Henry Admits Search 


W as Made by Force of Arms. 


Honolulu, June 3 5.—The situation 
growing out of the indictment by the 
grand jury of the seventeen leaders 
in the strike of the Japanese planta­ 
tion laborers was given an interna­ 
tional turn when M. Negoro of the 
editorial staff of the Jiji, a local Ja­ 
panese publication, who was taken 
into custody when the offices of that 
pajjer were raided by the authorities 
last Friday, made formal complaint 
to the Japanese foreign office at Tokio 
of the violation of his treaty rights. 
The alleged violation of his rights 
as a Japanese subject, guaranteed un­ 
der the treaty between the United 
States and Japan, he sets forth in his 
complaint, consists in the search of 
his office and the seizure of his pri­ 
vate papers and documents by the 
territorial 
authorities 
without 
due 
process of law. 
Territorial Sheriff William Henry 
admits that the search and seizure 
were made by force of arms and with­ 
out search warrants or process of law, 
but claims that the papers seized con­ 
tained evidence of criminal purpose 
and that the courts of the territory 
are open to Negoro for redress if ho 
has been damaged. 
Negoro 
was 
rearrested, 
together 
with Y. Sogo, Y. Tazaka and K. Ka- 
wamura of the editorial staffs of the 
Nippu and the Jiji, upon indictments 
returned by the grand jury charging 
them with conspiring by indirect sinis­ 
ter and unlawful methods and means 
of intimidation, inciting to riot and 
threatened violence to prevent and 
hinder 
the 
Honolulu, 
Oahu, 
Ewa, 
Waialua and Kahuku plantations from 
carrying on their business. 
Strikers 
attacked 
and 
seriously 
stabbed a Japanese restaurant keeper 
at Kahana for having refused to fur­ 
nish them with food. The place is 
distant 
and 
inaccessible, 
but 
th9 
sheriff has started for the scene to 
make an investigation. 
Most of the 
Japanese have returned to work on 
the Ewa and W aialua plantations and 
there are full forces of strike-break­ 
ers on the Honolulu and Oahu planta­ 
tions. 
It is reported from Hilo that the 
Japanese there have selected a delega­ 
tion to come to this city and join in 
the formal demand upon the planters’ 
association for an increase in wages 
to $1 a day.

Norfolk, Va., June 15.—Packed in 
piano boxes and evidently ready for 
shipment, a quantity of rifles and am­ 
munition, believed to be destined for 
Venezuelan revolutionists, was dis­ 
covered at Franklin, Va. The rifles 
are said to be a part of a consign­

of 
15,000 
Mauser 
weapons 
shipped from New York to St. Louis 
and hack to Franklin billed as pianos 
and packed to weather 1he trip to 
South America. The filibuster sus 
peel steamer Nanticoke was lying 
near Franklin and in the back water 
below the steamer was her consort, 
the tug Dispatch. 
The 
revenue 
cutter 
Pamlico 
is 
blockading the two suspects and it is 
not believed that either could pass 
her even in the darkness. 
Orders 
have been issued from Washington to 
seize the vessels in case either should 
lift anchor. 
The Nanticoke is not built for deep 
sea navigation, but the Dispatch could 
navigate far off shore and the officers 
in charge of the situation believe that 
the plan of the filibusters was to 
transport the arms to another steamer 
at sea.' 


Cincinnati, June 15.—Notwithstand­ 
ing Chief Postoffice Inspector Holmes 
and men here made eleven arrests 
among the leaders of the Ohio Black 
Hand, or Society of the Banana, last 
week at Cleveland, Columbus, Marion 
and Belfontaine, O., the extortionists 
have flaunted defiance to the govern­ 
ment authorities by sending Black 
Hand letters to intended victims in a 
stone’s throw’ of the federal building 
in Cincinnati.

Prosecutor O ’Gara Argues 
in the Calhoun Case. 
San Francisco, June 15.—John G. 
O’Gara, assistant prosecutor in the 
bribery trial of Patrick Calhoun, had 
submitted one-half of the argumenta­ 
tive case against the president of the 
United Railroads when his address 
before the jury was concluded at the 
end of an entire court session. 
Mr. O’Gara’s address was a dispas­ 
sionate review of testimony offered 
during the past two months by scores 
of witnesses.

A spirited argument Involving the 
legal right of the prosecution to make 
such a reference ensued and Judge 
Lawlor, disregarding

tests, directed Mr. O’Gara to proceed.

The meeting is known offi­ 
cially as the ninth quinquennial coun­ 
cil of the Alliance of the Reformed 
Churches Throughout the World Hold­ 
ing the Presbyterian System. 
To fa­ 
cilitate m atters the alliance is gener­ 
ally referred to as the Pan-Presby­ 
terian alliance. 
The meeting will last ten days, dur­ 
ing which subjects of great moment 
to the Protestant world will bo dis­ 
cussed. 
Addresses 
have 
been 
an­ 
nounced upon “The Pre-existence of 
Christ,” “Our Lord’s Virgin Birth,” 
“Our Lord’s Resurrection,” “The New­ 
er Phases of Evolution,” “The Newer 
Phases of Theological Training,” “The 
Recent Testimony of Archaeology to 
the Scriptures” and on many other 
similar theological questions. 
In ad­ 
dition the attitude of the cMirches 
represented on marriage and en von e, 
temperance, church union and other 
questions of the day will be discussed. 
England, Scotland, Franco, Italy, 
Arabia, Canada and other countries 
have sent delegates to the convention, 
as well as the United States. 
The 
theologians assembled here are num­ 
bered among the leading exponents of 
Protestant thought In their respective 
countries, and their views will be read 
with interest throughout tho world. 
Additional interest is lent to this Pres­ 
byterian convention by the fact that 
this year marks the five hundredth an­ 
niversary of the birth of John Calvin, 
who is looked upon by Presbyterians 
as the founder of their church.

works of Calvin.

WAGED ON STREET 


Two Men Killed and Five Oth­ 


ers Injured. 


IN TURPENTINE TRUST CASE

15.—Another 
chapter was added to the record in 
the so-called “turpentine tru st” prose­ 
cution when officials of the American 
Naval Stores company, recently con­ 
victed in the federal court at Savan­ 
nah, Ga., on the charge of entering 
into a conspiracy in constraint of 
trade, filled an appeal in the United 
States circuit court of appeals here. 
The appellants are E. S. Nash, pres­ 
ident; Spencer P. Shotter, chairman 
of the board of directors; George M. 
Boardman, treasurer, and J. F. Mey­ 
ers, vice president of the company, 
and Carl Moiler, general manager of 
the National Transportation and Ter­ 
minal company of Jacksonville, Fla. 
Tho assignment of errors upon which 
the appeal is based contains fifty- 
three allegations, among them that 
the verdict was presented against the 
defendants as individuals and that no 
mention was made of their connec­ 
tion with the American Naval Stores 
company.

men are dead, two were perhaps fa­ 
tally wounded and three others slight­ 
ly Injured due to a bloody street bat­ 
tle here waged by parties to a bitter 
feud that had been previously marked 
with tragedy. 
As a result of the af­ 
fair, feeling here runs high and state 
troops were rushed to Meadville from 
Brook Haven to guard against the 
possibility of rioting. Those killed 
were: 
Dr. A. 
M. Newman, clerk of the 
chancery 
court of Franklin county; 
Silas G. Reynolds. 
Dr. Lenox Newman, a son of one 
of the slain men, is believed to have 
been fatally injured, and Herbert Ap­ 
plewhite, 
an attorney, 
may not re­ 
cover as 
the result of 
his wounds. 
Emmett Newman, brother of Lenox, 
was shot in the leg. The three wrere 
taken to Natchez for medical treat­ 
ment 
after 
having 
been 
formally 
placed under arrest. 
Two men named Boyd and Parr, 
alleged to have been involved in the 
affray, were slightly wounded, but es­ 
caped. 
L. P. Prichard, a brother of Cor­ 
nelius Prichard, whom Dr. Newman 
killed seven weeks ago, was arrested 
and charged with complicity in the 
tragedy. 
The killing of Prichard by Newman 
was the first bloodshed in a feud that 
had existed between the two men, 
relatives 
and 
friends, for months. 
This bitter factionalism had its incep­ 
tion in a political campaign in which 
Newman and Prichard were opposing 
candidates. 
Newman was tried a few 
weeks ago for Prichard’s murder aud 
was acquitted. This served to arouse 
even more bitter feeling. 
The latest fight occurred almost on 
the same spot w’here Prichard was 
slain. Apparently Newman was first 
fired upon as he was passing the But­ 
ler building in his buggy. 
It is a m atter of doubt as to who 
fired the fatal shots in tho fusillade 
that followed.

Inscription

It is supposed that some 
plainsman was caught in a storm and 
died there, leaving the simple inscrip­ 
tion on the age old rock to monument 
his undug grave.

ELIOT ON HAPPINESS. 


All Have Equal Chance, Harvard's Ex- 
President Tells Missouri Graduates. 
Charles W. Eliot former president 
of Harvard university, who delivered 
the principal address at the commence­ 
ment exercises of the University of 
Missouri the other day, said in part: 
“The most valuable element In a 
feasible equality Is equality before the 
law and all agents of the law, and this 
element Is precious just because It 
tends to make the pursuit of happiness 
free and secure. 
The American de­ 
mocracy, which should make the pur­ 
suit of happiness free and secure to 
all, is far from having accomplished 
this result. 
‘‘It can do so, however, without seek­ 
ing to establish among men a monoto­ 
nous, tiresome aud unnatural equality, 
for happiness is fortunately a state of 
mind quite independent of condition 
as regards wealth or the habitual oc­ 
cupation and of mental gifts. 
It is a 
product of health, serviceableness, loy­ 
alty, security, amiability and a good 
standing among one’s fellows. 
‘‘In a democracy all sorts and condi­ 
tions of men should be equally free 
and secure in the pursuit of such hap­ 
piness, but all experience proves that 
the humble, quiet, wholesome people 
whose simple, dutiful lives will not 
long be remembered have as good a 
chance as anybody to win it.”

Studded with precious stones, a man­ 
tel In the new home of George W. 
Haight at Los Angeles gives to the 
residence the distinction of being the 
only one of its kind in the world. The 
stones range from the costly diamond 
to the comparatively cheap turquoise 
and are valued at about $8,000. In all 
there are 4,500 of them. 
Mr. Haight has been planning his 
home for several years. 
He wanted it 
to be unique and has succeeded. Act­ 
ing as bis own architect, he has a 
dwelling unlike any to be found in Los 
Angeles, but it is to the mantel that 
has been given the most of his time. 
Without the jewels it would be con­ 
sidered a sight worth seeing, but with 
the hundreds of gems dazzling from 
their beds of cement which hold them 
in place it is a picture that can scarce­ 
ly be realized. 
Included in the jewel array are dia­ 
monds, 
garnets, 
amethysts, 
blood­ 
stones, emeralds, agates, pearls, rubies, 
sardonyx, sapphires, opals, topaz, tur- 
fuoise and scores of other specimens. 
A Los Angeles jeweler gathered the 
stones, being two years in making the 
collection. 
The mantel is made of 
clinker bricks, being nine feet high and 
seven feet wide. The fireplace is arch­ 
ed with bricks that were melted to­ 
gether in the kiln, the effect being very 
pretty. 
Each brick in the mantel contains 
not less than half a dozen of the pre­ 
cious 
stones, 
and the mantelpiece, 
which is made of cement, contains the 
diamonds. Another feature of the man­ 
tel is the hearthstone. 
Where brass 
tacks are usually found. Mr. Haight has 
opal heads for the tacks. Just how he 
is going to keep people from crushing 
or otherwise marring their beauty Mr. 
Haight does not know, but says the 
stones will shine so brightly that he 
does not expect any one to wander 
on to them. 
That the stones will appeal to the

the first 
night that the house was left unoccu­ 
pied. 
One hundred and eighty stones 
had been cemented to the bricks, and 
the following morning not one of them 
was to be found. 
Since that time Mr. 
Haight has had two guards in the 
house day and night. 
In the near future Mr. Haight will 
formally open his home with a big re­ 
ception. 
To each guest he will give 
his birthstone as a souvenir of the 
event. 
Already his friends are trying 
to tw ist the month of their birth to 
April, which carries with it the dia 
mond, the most coveted of all stones. 


Made Up of Coaches Especially Eq u ip ­ 
ped W ith Kennels.

Joseph Brucker, who is going to 
cross the Atlantic next summer in an 
Airship, dropped into Chicago the other 
day on his way to the International 
Aeronautic exposition at Frankfort-on- 
the-Maln, where he is going to select 
his dirigible for w hat he hopes w ill be 
a history making expedition. 
Mr. Brucker has his trip all planned 
out and sees no possible logical reason 
w hy he should not succeed. 
Although 
he is going to use a dirigible, a ship 
about one-third the size of Count Zep­ 
pelin’s, it is the northeast trade wind 
and not gasoline that he is depending 
on for powrer, and it is meteorology 
and not mechanism that he w ill make 
the scientific basis of his trip. 
“I am not a m echanic,” he said. 
“I 
am a meteorologist. 
I have been m ak­ 
ing a study of the tra d e winds, and, 
w hile little is know n of them in high 
altitudes, I believe it will be simply a 
m a tte r of keeping in the current to 
m ake the passage in four days. 
It 
d id n’t take m ariners long to discover 
th a t the air and ocean currents were 
of th e greatest Im portance to them. 


I Well, surely the a ir currents are of 


i vastly more im portance to the nero- 
| naut. T h at is exactly the trouble w ith 
' most of our aeronauts. 
They are me- 
! ehanics, and w hen they have built 
I th eir ships or balloons they consider 
their work finished. 
As a m atter of 
fact, it is only begun. 
“ I shall start probably from Cadiz 
; Spain, next May or June. 
Then, if I 
| can land on any one of th e W est In­ 
dies, t Hat is all I ain looking for; then 
; I shall have m ade a record th a t will 
i be hard to beat. 
It m ay be Cuba, 
I Barbados, M artinique—any of them. 
“ I have been laughed at, to be sure. 
But why? 
They tell me no airship 
can carry enough gasoline for four 
days. 
Perfectly true. 
My gasoline 
xviii be used only Iii an emergency. To 
all intents and purposes I shall be a 
! balloonist, depending on the air cur- 
! ren ts for inv motive power. 
They tell 
d ia m o n d ! me also the trip is dangerous. 
My 
d e a r sir, Mr. W ellm an’s expedition to 
discover the north pole, w ith all its 
possibilities of freezing and starvation, 
is infinitely more dangerous. 
B ut they 
j do not laugh at Mr. W ellm an.” 
As a 
precautionary 
m easure 
Mr. 
B rucker will have the “c a r” of his ship 
! built on the plan of a subm arine boat, 
looking, as he said, a good deal like 


j the Monitor of civil w a r days. 
“W e can m ake the trip in bathing 
suits, and if we fall we will pull the 
manhole shut. 
T here is no particular 
danger, really.” 
Mr. Brucker is a Chicagoan himself, 
though recently he has not been living 
there. 
For ten years he w as editor of 
the Illinois Staats-Zeitung and subse­ 
quently w as m ade commissioner to 
G erm any for the St. Louis exposition. 
Ile is a friend of Count Zeppelin, the 
G erm an aeronaut, and expects valua­ 
ble aid from him in the transatlantic 
trip. 
“The W right brothers and Count 
Zeppelin agree w ith me,” he said, “that 
it is perfectly w ithin reason th a t a bal­ 
loon or airship properly constructed 
would cross the ocean safely.” 
A t Frankfort-on-the-M ain Mr. Bruck­ 
e r will confer w ith builders, aeronauts 
and meteorologists, select his airship 
and plan the details of his flight.
